—J. J. Larinour of Battle Creek, Henry 
Dement and W. S. Mayer of Chicujjo— 
arrived here last night and hold a 
meeting with the busine-js men today. 
Larmour is the man who made the con­ 
tract and he had stronj^ly prejudiced 
the minds of the other inspectors in 
favor of the location that scarcely a 
handful of people approve of.

Postoffice Inspectors Will Be Tested 


on That Point. 


New Postoffice Building Offered for 


Five Years Free. 


At the meeting at the Hotel Benton 
reading room this 
morning 
it de­ 
veloped that the suspicion of the peo­ 
ple that the removal of the otlice was a 
little secret scheme of 
Fostma>ter 
Huntington was well founded. 
Ue is 
responsible for the work and that re­ 
sponsibility he cannot dodge. 


The meeting was presided over by 
Inspector Dement, and Inspector Lar­ 
mour made the statement that two 
weeks before he came here to make a 
contract he notilied Postmaster Hunt­ 
ington to notify all parties interested 
in his coming of the time he would be 
here and that a contract would be made 
for five years. Huntington never as 
much as notiled Mayor Brant, tnc 
owner of the present postollice build­ 
ing. The only person in the city he 
did notify was Mr Hinkley and in his 
secret work he knew he was going 
counter to the interests of the people. 
Mr. Brant was allowed to make a bid 
by Mr. Larmour after his arrival iiere. 
There are a dozen people who would 
have made bids had there been any op­ 
portunity but the postmaster decided 
that be was the whole thing and that 
It made no dilVerence whether the peo 
pie liked it or not. 
It also leaked out 
at the meeting that Postmaster Hunt­ 
ington had made the brag a year ago 
that he would see to it that Brant lost 
the postollioe. 


Dr. John Bell made the tirst and 
principal address against the proposed 
change. 
He showed that the location 
was to one ¡«ide and would di^commode 
&;> to 90 per cent of the patrons of the 
ollice. 
Besides the proposed loc.ition 
was in the saloon district and fights 
were of frc(iuent occurence. 
I’he la>t 
one the doctor witnessed was Monday 
afternoon of this week. 
Besides the 
congested condition of the street dur­ 
ing the berry season made it undesir­ 
able. 


B. H. Van Camp, one of the leading 
(ruit growers of Benton township, told 
of the inconvenience the change would 
prove to the 
fruit growers. 
During 
summer it is almost impossible for any 
one to get there afoot not to say any- 
*.hing about an attempt with a team. 


Charles Foster, cashier of the Farm­ 
ers and Merchants bank, was a clerk 
in the postottice for seven years and 
during this time the ottice was located 
on W ater street. 
He said that tne 
noise of the steamboat whistles greatly 
interferred with the business of the of­ 
fice. 


Mr. Thresher called attention to the 
fact that not-ten men cared whether the 
department rented the building 
of 
Mayor Brant or not but they wanted 
the office centrally located. A room 
adjacent could be had. 
Mr. Thresher 
fired a l.’Mnch gun into the argument 
that the ottice would purify Watov 
street by saying; 
“The 
Palladium 
has been published on W ater street 
for six years and the location has not 
been puriticd and I doubt if the post 
ottieie would do It.” 


Editor Gilson contradicted all the 
speakers before and said his experience 
was diametrically opposed to theirs, 
He never knew Water street to be 
noisy, a place of tights, and a place un­ 
fit for ladles to travel unattended. 


Cavite, Aug. 4, (via Hong Kong, Aug. 9)—The 
American forces engaged the enemy before Mala- 
ta, Sunday night, Julj"^ 31, and compelled them to 
retreat with heavy losses.

The atacking force was composed of 3,000 
men.

In the meantime the 
cipher experts were at work, and by 4:S0 
o’clock they were abreast of ail tliat 
portion of the reply received up to that 
time and there was a lull of some time 
pending the arrival of the concluding 
portions. 
Pending the receipt of the 
complete reply no steps were taken to 
flx a time for a conference with the 
president as the time for that depended 
largely upon features of the reply, and 
also upon explicit instructions. 


N p e e t i l a t i o i i H u h A n o t h e r J o b . 
Neither at the White House nor at the 
state department was there any oiTlclal 
knowledge that the reply had reached 
Washington, and the usual ofllee hours 
closed with no appointment made for a 
ccmference. There was felt to be little 
likelihood, even though the aml)assador 
received the complete reply and instruc­ 
tions, that there would be a night con­ 
ference at the W hite House for the pur­ 
pose of presenting the d<icument. Pend­ 
ing the oflk'ial delivery of the answer 
speculation was rife as to Its contents 
There was little or no further doubt, 
from length of the reply, that Spain had 
not given a simple and directafllrmatlve 
to the American conditions. It was evi­ 
dent that If the reply was an acceptance | 
It was accompanied by extended discus­ 
sion, and iJiobably by ctmdltlons.

Thi.^ caused considerable apprehension 
In ofllclal c'lrcles here, for while It was 
felt last week that Spain would surely 
yield in every particular It began to bo 
felt that pi»sslbly there might be anoth­ 
er period of diseu.«slon, and possibly an 
ln<Iii « et attem pt to open up ndlpUtmatlc 
exihunge on the nature of the terms. 
The pr“valling view, howver, was that 
the reply was on Its face an acceptance, 
although not such a <me a.«i precluded 
all possibility of further discussion. All 
vital points were believed to be con- 
ceded—the abandonment of Cuba. Porto 
Klco and the I^idrones. and the estab­ 
lishment of a commission to pass upon 
questlcms relating to the Philippines, In 
the carrying out of this programme It 
was btrlleved that Spain would seek to 
secure an understanding on many inci­ 
dental points Involved, some of them of 
considerable Importance.

It is jt .‘itory of tho civil 
war, anil tho fuiiiuus C'onferteruto Hpy 
who dru.s.sid a.s a woimui and was 
kuowu as Sue Muudy !igur(*.siii her nar­ 
rative: 


You know, all of niother’Hfolk.s wore 
Coufeduratf.s while fathur*.s people be­ 
longed to tho other Hide. 


Ou account (¡f this littlo aprou the 
■py, Sue Mundy. was suspected by the 
Union Holdiers of beiiiK a luau and a 
spy. 1 will tell you about it. 


Tho apron, you will notice, is made 
of nlternatini< stripe.s of red and white 
aud forms, as y«)U see, tlui ihi^ of sect s- 
eiou. This stain here is a witne.^^.s tothu 
first meeting of my faiijer and mother. 


My mother’H father was an ollicer in 
tho Confederate army. 
He v;as killetl 
ill tho l)eginninf^' of tho w*ar, leaving 
grandmother with threu eiiildren, all 
girls. They lived on a farm not far 
from Fairfield, Ky., anti were fairly 
well off. At the time mother nuulu this 
aprou she was about lo or Hi. Her old­ 
est «i.ster bad just eonu* honu) from 
hoarding' Kcho(d, brin^inK a friend with 
her. 
Tho friend in (juesiion was none 
other than h?ue Mundy, who had come 
for tho express purpu^ie of .spying on the 
Yankees, who wer»* encamped a short 
distance frtuu town. 
If I renu'inbiT 
rifihtly, tho cajnp wa« tho beail«iuarter.s 
of General Ihu ll. 


Mother wtys Sue Mundy waH ono of 
tho most elli'minate men she over .siiw. 
Ho was unu.<-ually slender for a man, 
and had suuill, delicately formed hand.-< 
«nd feet, an oval face, large black eyes 
and long, rippling, dark brown hair. 
Ho wa.s also the iJo.sses.sor of a good so­ 
prano voice. 


Ho came prepared with an exttuisivo 
wardrol.'e autl earned <ilV his part of a 
fashionable and fa.seinating young lady 
to perfection. Of course my nuither and 
Miss bue in tinu* made tlu* actjuaintance 
of some of the ofllcers .statittned near 
onr town, one of w’hom bicanm very 
much infatuated with Miss Hue, and 
lasketB of fruit and (lowers came al­ 
most daily bearing his card. 


Of course, owing to tho troubled 
times, there was a tlearth of parties and 
balls. 
For amusement my aunt and 
Miss Sno were in the habit of attending 
tho dancing class to which my mother 
ami her younger sister went one eveuiug 
of eaeh week. 


Ouo evening before going to dancing 
fchool 
mother made this apron and 
wore it over her white dress for the 
benefit of the Yankees who were eer- 
tuiii to be present. 
About the middle 
of the evening n»other and Miss »Sue 
went into the smaller room for a drink 
of water. 
A n:an bearing the bars of a 
sergeant on liis arm was just raising 
the dipper to his lips when mother said 
mischievously; 


**A health to Jeff Davis.” 
As (piick as a flash came tho retort. 
*‘Ves, miss, here's a health to your 
apron.” while the conttntsof tho dip­ 
per were dasiied over that oiVendiug ar­ 
ticle of attire. 


At this insult to tho southern colors 
Miss Bue forgot that brawn did iu)t en­ 
ter into the make up of the young la­ 
dies of fbo.se days and gave tho young 
oflicer a right haiakd blow which .s«‘nf 
him like a log to the floor, from which 
he did not rise at once. When he did, it 
was with a graceful bow to his lato as 
gallant and an apology for his rudeness 
to mother. 


After this the Yankees put their 
heads together, and, remembering tlui 
iiiforujaliou wliich had gone to the 
“ Jolumik's” ci)ucerning their foree.^. 
Miss Sue’s aptitudu at skt‘tching and 
on top of it all tho kn<jck out of the 
young t)f!lcer, they were convinced that 
Miss i^ue was not what she prefeuded to 
bo. 
A w'atch was kept on her move­ 
ments. 


By the time of the next dancing les­ 
son a plan was nuidi' for th»' e.seape of 
Miss Sue from (juartt rs that wero bt 
ginning to be rather warm for her. 


Mother ami my auutwi'ut as uisual to 
tho dancing class, and to all iu(iuiries 
conceruiug Mi.ss Sue they replied that 
tlie was at home with a lu adacho.

reality that interesting youn^' person 
was bo<Jted and bpurred and waiting 
for the appointed time to da>h by th 
pickets and start on his -iO mile ride to 
Louisville. 


Near the end of the lesson there was 
the sound of hurried fooisieps on tlu 
stairs and iu a nioment Sui* Mundv 
came hurriedly into tho room. Forsouu3 
reason there wiae no Yankees present 
In a lew words he tol<l of how lie hud 
tried to pass the pieUets, had been lired 
OB and had jumped from hi.^ horse anil 
bid in the luishe.s by the n)adsidi' and 
fcuw tho Yankees go by in iu)t pursuit 
of his frightened horse, which was 
making straight for tho farm from 
which it hud been bought a few' days 
before. Sue Mundy then waited til 
their hoof beats grew faint, and then 
uuder cover of the darkness he made 
his way to tho dancing school. Finding 
the coast clear, be had conie up, know 
iug that all tho dancing people were 
souther» sympathizers aud would do al 
they could for him. 


They quickly formed their plans, the 
only thiug they could have done uuder 
tbe oiroumstaiices. They bad him lie 
down under one of the beuobes al the 
fiur end of the room» while two or three 
«f th«glrU sat dii«»ctly of«r hUn«nd 


qM d their Tolamlnoiw ikirta lo m lo 
oompletelj hide hli reoambent dgare. 


In a short time ieveral Yankees came 
in aud stood talking near the door. 
There was nothing in tho tippenrance of 
tho room to iudicato that there was a 
spy concealed. 
Two sots of young 
folks were going through the stately 
measures of tho lancers, with the little 
Frenchw’onuiii, who was the teacher, 
at the piano, nodding and calling the 
figures to tliem. 
Down at tho end of 
the room was a group of girls laughing 
find talking. The nuisic came to a stop 
{Uid tho dancers crowded around the 
girls at tho far end of the roonj. Tho 
Yankees left, us tlie los.son was over. 
Thou Suo Mundy canu) from his hiding 
place. Several of the girls took oti a 
skirt apiece and rigged him out. With 
('loak and fascinator ho passed the Yan­ 
kees nt the foot of the stairs, got in 
safety to the homo of a friend nnd in 
the early morning eluded tho pickets 
and .started on his ride for Louisville, 
where he was captured and hanged as a 
spy. 


It wa.s, I believe, some time after­ 
ward that this aprou again met with an 
adventure. 
One day two ragged, foot­ 
sore Confederates came to gramhuoth- 
er’s seeking food and shelter. They had 
been cut off from their conipiiny, which 
had ])a.s.‘5ed through the adjacent coun­ 
try ft few days before. 
Of cour.se they 
wero fed and were lodged iu an out- 
hou.se. 


They had not been long concealed 
when grandnuither got word that a 
s(juad of cavalry who had been .scouring 
the country for straggb'rs were headed 
for her place. 
It was too lato for the 
Johnnies to cscape. 
Clearly something 
had to be done at once. 
The Johnnies 
would be found, and grandmother and 
the girls wt)uld be arrested probably, 
trriuulmother went to the outhou.se and 
laid tho juatter before the two men. 
They were 
tuuirmed, while 
grand- 
UMither’s arsenal consisted of a rusty old 
musket. 


Mother proposed a pliui, which was 
carried out suecessfully. 
She and lu r 
younger sister had often mustered w'ith 
their cousins and other neighbors’ boy.s. 
They had always been the life aud drum 
cori>s. 


There was a dt'nse plum thicket not 
far from the house. A queer procession 
headed for it in a littU' while. 
There 
was grandmother, my two aunt.s, moth­ 
er, tlie two Johnnies and the negro 
cook. 
Mother carried her fife in one 
haiul and tliis apron iu another, whilu 
my aunt had a drum. 
Mother tied lur 
apnm to a stick and hoisted it above tho 
plum trees. 


In a few’ minutes tho V'ankees came 
in sight. 
Mother says at sight of the 
uniformed nu*n. mounted on .splendid 
jorses, her heart btiunded and that, her 
sister trembled .so that it was a .sccoiul 
or ^o btifore they could command cour­ 
age enough to carry out their part of 
tho progranune. 


The Yankees came to a halt at sight 
of tho red, white ami red flag. 
Then 
came the shrill notes of the fife aud 
steady beat of the drum. Theu “ Di.vie” 
canuj floutiug o v e r across tho m eadt)W 
them. 
They canu» closer. 
What 
meant the ominous silence so far as 
sht»ts went? The Johunies had uot fired 
single shot. 
The plum thicket W’as 
arge euough to concejil a goodly body 
of nu‘H. 
They api)roachod tho thicket 
and flr(‘d. 
The only daunage done was 
the.«(* bullet holes in the apron. 
Panic 
Seized tho advancing men, and w’heeling 
their horses tiuy went heltcr skelter 
across the meadow and iu tho direction 
of their camp. 


Whi n they returned, a short time 
at<»r, they had been heavily re-enforced. 
.'h(?y found the farmhouse in the pos- 
ses>ion of tW’o w o n u ‘U and three girls 
and not a trace of Johnnies anywhere. 
Not long after this the war w’as over, 
young Union oflicer called at graud- 
nuither’s ouo day aud asked for mother, 
lo was the sergeant who bad christen- 
her apron.

Tin; men iiij^agid at this 
worU had ra/.e;! tho ciiinim'V to the 
level of tiie root, wiien they came to u 
large ilat piece of iron which had been 
put in to braee tlie chimney against the 
stone wall- 
This was torn tmt and 
thrown to the groumi. when oiu* of the 
workne n noticed ir.s odd shape, 
Ai'r*'j 
the luurtar iiacl bei y^deaned olï it v.'i.s 
«•xamined aud proved to be an old fash­ 
ioned “ sod cutter. ” A name was sunk 
on it, of which only the three last let­ 
ters (sis) could be made out, but the 
date, 1758. is fairly legible. 
At that 
time the plows wero very primitive, 
yet they had in a crude form the cut­ 
ters still fret’uently useil on modern 
l)I()ws to open the way for the share. 
(-)wing to the mortar the cutter is well 
preserved, but the worn edges attest 
that it had turned many a furrow iu its 
palmy days before it was built into tf;» 
chimney. —Philadelphia Record.

Jade, the Chine.se symbol of tho soul, 
is one of the nio.st interesting minerals 
iu the worhl. It is posse.ssed of peculiar 
intere.st to the mineralogist because of 
its luiiquo mineral properties, to the 
chemist because of a dispute as to its 
elementary compositiou, to the othuolo- 
gist Ijecause of its peculiar uses, to the 
archieologist because of its strange as­ 
sociations with eiirly history, to tho 
poet becau.se of its symbolic character 
in literature an#l fo the philosopher be- 
cau.se of its association iu tho philosophy 
of the sages, with various virtues out of 
which grew tho Chinese symbolism— 
tho soul. 


Jade is best de.scribed by tho famil­ 
iar uamo of pebble, of which it is the 
fhiest variety in respect of texture, the 
heaviest and tho hardest known to the 
lapidary. 
It is susceptible of a high 
polish and is so tenacious that it can bo 
cut into the most intricate and fragile 
shapes. There are exceptional tints, but 
hero jade nuiy ouly be said to range in 
color front ivory white to deep olive 
green. Among substances kuowu to the 
mineralogist it has uo rival in tho num­ 
ber of its fasciuatious, and tio apology, 
therefore, íb offered for ranking it with 
precious stones.—Good Words.

Pearls, tho costly product of tho pearl 
fish of the Per.siafi gult, are obtained 
from the bed of tho sea by divers, who 
bring up as many of the oysterliko shells 
as they can and then place them iu 
heaps on tho shore covered with sand. 
They are left for several days while tho 
fish decay and tho shells open, after 
which tho sand is .sifted and the pearls 
found. They are then cleansed and pol­ 
ished. 
The value of the pearl depends 
ou its size, roundues.s, color and bright­ 
ness. The nio.st renowned pearls were 
the two which formed Cleopatra’s car> 
rings, one of which sho dissolved in u 
goblet of vinegar and drank to the 
health of her guest.

Tho renmiuing pearl became the prop­ 
erty of tho Emperor Augustus, who had 
it cut in two for earrings for his daugh­ 
ter .Julia.
